The Gospel Statement Aim

Spirit Love and Sacrifice 


With the suggestion that curriculum should stated 
terms the attitudes well knowledge, and 
skills, are accord.

“These are the ideas that lead the statement 
the principle self-denial, and confirmed the 
more strongly what follows all three Gospels 
according St. Matthew, St. Mark, St. Luke; and St.

36, 37.)” 


The New Testament Statement Aim 


The study the Gospels and the Epistles from 
the standpoint the aim life, religion, and 
education, which are the same thing are thus sum- 
marized 

“So the aim purpose Christian education 
clear, unmistakable. spiritual aim, other- 
worldly aim, supernatural aim. the resurrection 
from the dead. life everlasting. life eternal. 
sense merely social, and not concerned primarily 
with social welfare, social well-being any merely 
mundane end, though will have transforming social 
results. Wealth, power, prestige, position, notoriety, 
scholarship, research, culture, civic intelligence, social 
efficiency, vocational skill are not the purpose Chris- 
tian education, are not, fact, the vocabulary 
Christian terminology. these aims, those which are 
good may incidental results the Christian scheme. 
They are not primary, they are not ends all. ‘Seek 
first the Kingdom God and His justice, and all these 
things shall added unto you.’ ‘Mortality shall 


Pope Pius XI, The Education Christian Youth 


‘Pope Pius the letter The Christian Educa- 
tion Youth points out: (1) That the end Christian 
education the forming Christ the individual 
guide aspects his life, (2) That the true and 
finished man character the end Christian edu- 
cation, (3) That way does this dwarf the natural 
faculties, but makes possible their fullest, best de- 
velopment. 


“Until Christ Formed You” 


Pope Pius points out the aim end Christian 
education terms divine grace, the supernatural 
life, and, finally, formation Christ the indi- 
vidual and alter ego: 

“The proper and immediate end Christian educa- 
tion with divine grace forming the 
true and perfect Christian; that is, form Christ 
Himself those regenerated baptism, according 
the emphatic expression the Apostle ‘My little chil- 
dren, whom labor again, until Christ 
formed you.’ For the true Christian must live 
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supernatural life Christ: ‘Christ Who your life,’ 
and display all his actions: ‘That the life also 
Jesus may made manifest our mortal flesh.’ 
“For precisely this reason, Christian education takes 
the whole aggregate human life, physical and 
spiritual, intellectual and moral, individual, domestic 
and social, not with view reducing any way, 
but order elevate, regulate, and perfect it, ac- 
cordance with the example and teaching Christ.” 


The Finished Man Character 


The Pope also phrases significantly the end Chris- 
tian education the current terms the formation 
character. says: 

“Hence the true Christian, product Christian edu- 
cation, the supernatural man who thinks, judges, and 
acts constantly and consistently accordance with 
reason illumined the supernatural light the ex- 
ample and teaching Christ; other words, use 
the current term, the true and finished man char- 
acter. For, not every kind consistency and firm- 
ness conduct based subjective principles that 
makes true character, but only constancy following 
the eternal principles justice, admitted even 
the pagan poet when praises one and the same 
‘the man who just and firm purpose.’ And 
the other hand, there cannot full justice except 
giving God what due God, the true Chris- 
tian does.” 


Fullness, Development, and Perfection 
the Natural 


the too-often-neglected forgotten point, super- 
natural the development and perfection the nat- 
ural, the Pope says with fine appreciation the nat- 
ural and the scope and comprehensiveness hu- 
man life: 

“The scope and aim Christian education here 
described, appears the worldly abstraction, 
rather something that cannot attained without 
the suppression dwarfing the natural faculties, 
and without renunciation the activities the pres- 
ent life, and hence inimical social life and temporal 
prosperity, and contrary all progress letters, arts, 
and sciences, and all the other elements civilization. 
like objection raised the ignorance and the 
prejudice even cultured pagans former day, 
and repeated with greater frequency and insistence 
modern times, Tertullian has replied follows: 

are not strangers life. are fully aware 
the gratitude owe God, our Lord and Creator. 
reject none the fruits His handiwork only 
abstain from their immoderate unlawful use. are 
living the world with you: not shun your 
forum, your markets, your baths, your shops, your 
factories, your stables, your places business and 
traffic. take ship with you and serve your 
armies; are farmers and merchants with you; 
interchange skilled labor and display our works pub- 
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lic for your service. How can seem 
you with whom live and whom are, 
know not.’ 

“The true Christian does not renounce the activities 
this life, does not stunt his natural but 
develops and perfects them, them 
with the supernatural. thus ennobles what merely 
natural life and secures for new strength the 
material and temporal order, less than the spirit- 
ual and eternal.” 


Councils Baltimore 

There remarkable series statements regarding 
parochial schools, the need for them, and especially the 
need for competent teachers them, the decrees and 
pastoral letters growing out the provincial and 
plenary councils Baltimore. There continual in- 
sistence, too, the point that the parochial schools 
“be not inferior the public schools.” But for our pur- 
pose the best statement the aim education found 
the Pastoral Letters the Bishops assembled the 
Second Plenary Council

large green square the city Colon, 
the Canal Zone, bronze statue Christo- 
pher Columbus. youthful Indian kneels his 
side, and the strong hand the discoverer rests caress- 
ingly upon the young man’s shoulder. few rods away 
the broad Atlantic whose treacherous waves, almost 
four and one-half centuries ago, roughly yet safely, bore 
these shores, the explorer and his crew. few cocoa- 
nut palms with wind-bent trunks skirt the ocean 
beach; while the west the historic home Ferdi- 
nand Lesseps, the Frenchman who made the first 
attempt connect the Atlantic and the Pacific oceans 
means canal, remains well-preserved con- 
dition. 

This scene was impressive one. While gazing 
the-statue Columbus, beheld, imagination, Spain 
just beyond the horizon; and the lapping the 
waves came continuous message from that once 
powerful nation its former possession inestimable 
wealth, possibilities, and grandeur possession that

gained after years doubt and perilous risks, and 
one through its own lack wisdom and foresight 
was unable hold. 

the purpose the Spanish and Columbus 
undertaking the hazardous expedition which resulted 
the discovery New Continent, various con- 
jectures have been advanced. Some writers say was 
“Gospel, Glory, and Gold,” others say that the Admiral 
saw his undertaking nothing more exalted than 
money-making scheme, and opportunity test his 
theory that the earth was round. While was true that 
King Ferdinand and Queen Isabella did promise 
Columbus per cent the profits resulting from the 
enterprise, have evidence recorded the Colum- 
bus Journal, translated Sir Clements Robert Mark- 
ham, that Christianity was motivating force the 
Great Explorer’s voyages, and that did not lightly 
take his responsibility for spreading the Christian 
faith among the peoples was destined meet 
his voyages were success.* 

never forgot his instructions from the Spanish

India see the said princes, and the cities and lands, 
and their disposition, with view that they might 
converted the Holy Faith; ordered that should 
the way the west, whither this day, 
not know for certain that anyone has gone.”

doubt letter from Toscanelli, the great Floren- 
tine astronomer, written Columbus June 25, 
1474, had determining influence Columbus’s 
thoughts. expressed his conviction that the earth 
was the form sphere, and declared his intention 
send his Highness map which had drawn 
show shorter route the Indies. From Ireland 
the south far the end Guinea, with all the 
islands which lay this route, considered 
the end the West; straight out from this was the 
beginning India. also wrote that the ancestors 
the Great Khan “wished very much have inter- 
course and speech with the Christians, and about two 
hundred years ago they sent the Holy Father, 
order that might send them many wise and learned 
men teach them our Faith, but those who were sent 
turned back from the journey because impediments 
and also ambassador came Pope Eugene, who 
related him the great friendship which they feel 
for the Christians. 

Columbus had the characteristics good mission- 
ary. sought the truth the chief desire every 
devout Christian; for know the truth know 
God. believed that could reach these pagan 
peoples the East going westward; and his first 
voyage greatly the astonishment nations 
seemed convincing proof that his theory was true. 

Columbus knew that was not interest geog- 
raphy any other science that had induced the 
Spanish sovereigns finance his hazardous enterprise. 
But they shared his belief that wealth and the profit- 
able commerce Cathay lay across the Western Sea; 
and they, too, were desirous spreading the Christian 
religion. Knowing that success depended solely upon 
with his crew, the Admiral exerted all his 
wisdom create and maintain friendship among 
these subordinates: proved himself through pa- 
tience, faith, and tact, God-fearing mediator 
man deep religious convictions; lover truth 
and justice. 

After taking possession the newly discovered 
island, Guanahani, the natives called it, for the 
Spanish sovereigns, the thankful and grateful explorer 
renamed the island San Salvador which means Holy 
Savior. And island which lies but few leagues 
farther south, gave the name Maria Con- 
cepcion. 

The tawny natives with their naked bodies painted 
various colors had peculiar fascination for the 
navigators. them, Columbus wrote, “they are fair 
stature and size, with good faces, and well 
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They should good servants and intelligent, for 
observed that they would easily made Christians, 
appeared that they had religion.” 

The confidence this unwarlike people had 
won, for upon them, Columbus had depend for his 
knowledge gold mines, beds pearls, valuable 
spices, and last, but not least, the home the Gran 
Khan whom should give his credentials. con- 
sidered himself, were, good-will ambassador, 
for upon the friendly relationship that might estab- 
lish depended the reception future Spanish expedi- 
tions. Occasionally, members the crew would seize 
native, his canoe, and its contents, and, invariably 
Columbus sternly reprimanded the offenders, and gave 
the captive food, drink, and usually beads; for said 
that these people “could more easily freed and con- 
verted our holy Faith love than force.” 

considered the Indians subjects Spain much 
did the citizens Castile, and jealously 
guarded their lands. Concerning this matter, wrote: 
“Your Highnesses ought not consent that any 
stranger should trade here, put his foot this coun- 
try, except Catholic Christians, for this was the begin- 
ning and the end the undertaking; namely, the in- 
crease and the glory the Christian religion, and that 
one could come these parts who was not good 
Christian.” 

While looking for gold and precious stones, Colum- 
bus looked for signs worship every settlement 
visited. This opportunity was particularly good 
meagerly furnished huts, which, upon the approach 
the Spaniards, the frightened natives had abandoned. 
The contents the huts were carefully examined, but 
Columbus insisted that loot taken. Nothing could 
taken everything had paid for. 

Some peculiar things were found, but could not 
determined that these pertained religion. Some 
sailors found man’s head basket covered with 
another basket. This was tied post room. 
Other heads similarly cased were found another 
village. The Admiral thought that these were heads 
founders settlements, principal ancestors, for 
the houses these villages were large enough ac- 
commodate many people; and these tribes, thought, 
probably had common ancestor. But whether this 
were form ancestry worship, Columbus could find 
proof. 

They had temples. The only building that 
resembled one any respect was small, well-built 
house, the ceiling which was covered with shells and 
other objects. When the natives were asked prayers 
were offered there, they answered “No.” And the fact 
that one man climbed the ceiling and offered the 
Admiral all the objects attached it, was evidence 
that those things bore sentiment spiritual signifi- 
cance the Indians. 

some the better homes were found many images 
women, and many well-carved heads like masks, 
but could not learned whether these were objects 
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worshipped were mere ornaments. However, 
after studying the manners and customs the people, 
and examining their homes, Columbus concluded that 
they were “not idolators. They, however, believe 
and know that there God heaven, and say that 
came from Heaven.” had never seen his Indian 
guides say prayers, yet they soon repeated the “Salve” 
and “Ave Maria” with their hands raised heaven, 
they made the Sign the Cross. 

This daring Admiral had remarkable foresight. 
explored island after island, took natives from 
the different localities with him that they might give 
him knowledge other islands, and help him inter- 
pret the signs and language the newly visited peo- 
ples. Their aid was invaluable, and Columbus con- 
ceived plan whereby Indians could sent Spain 
educated her language, manners, and customs, 
and converted the Christian faith. They were 
then return the Indies act guides for other 
Spanish explorers, and teach their kinsmen their 
new language well convert them Univer- 
sal Faith. This was twentieth-century idea, con- 
ceived Columbus alone. realized the importance 
educating these new subjects; making “The 
Golden Rule” the chief law the new possession and 
governing the people all belonged one vast 
brotherhood. 

Throughout all his discouragements and disasters, 
Columbus claimed the direct guidance kind Provi- 
dence. Even the shipwreck the Santa Maria 
the coast saw the Divine hand point- 
ing out him the most suitable port and location for 
fort. deeply religious was that did not make 
practice sailing the Sabbath; that day was 
sacred him. And whenever was possible his 
first homeward voyage, planned that and the 
crew should land hear Mass said. 

the impressive reception extended Columbus after 
his first voyage, much has been written. His son, Ferdi- 
nand, wrote that “he (Columbus) was highly hon- 
ored and favored their highnesses, that when the 
king rode about Barcelona, the Admiral was one 
side him, and the Infante Fortuna the other, for 
before this, one rode the side his majesty but 
the Infante, who was his kinsman.” 

The great discovery, the Spanish conquest Gran- 
ada, and the significant political union Castile and 
Aragon elevated Spain foremost position among 
the nations the arena diplomacy. those times, 
was commonly believed that all heathen lands un- 
claimed Christian nations were right his office 
under the control the Pope Rome, and that 
could present the title them any Christian power 
might choose. Immediately upon Columbus’s return, 
ambassador was dispatched Rome announce 
the new discovery and request that the lands 
granted the Spanish realm. The result was the noted 
demarcation line that was drawn Pope Alexander 
VI. granted Spain all the lands west imagin- 
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ary line drawn 370 leagues west Cape Verde Islands, 
and Portugal all the lands found found east 
that line. 

further all methods for the extension the faith 
the Pope commissioned (June 24) Benedictine monk, 
Bernardo Buil, Catalonia, his apostolic vicar 
the New World, and this priest was accom- 
panied eleven brothers the order. them, the 
Queen intrusted the sacred vessels and vestments from 
her own altar. Columbus was instructed deal lov- 
ingly with the poor natives. 

less than 1,500 enthusiastic men embarked with 
the Admiral September 25, 1493, when his fleet 
seventeen vessels sailed from Cadiz. November 12, 
reached the northern coast (Haiti), 
where had left garrison from the first expedition, 
LaNavidad. Nothing but ruins the fort remained. 
The outrageous conduct the men who had stayed 
there brought about their complete destruction 
Carib Indians. 

Columbus now planned establish town which 
would serve the capital his viceroyalty and 
base for future explorations. Finding suitable loca- 
tion little farther east, “he landed with all his men, 
provisions, and implements, which brought the 
ships the fleet, plain, near rock, which 
fort could easily founded town, and 
called Isabella, honor the Queen. was the 
first town founded the New World. And was 
here that Friar Bernardo Buil, priest from the 
monastery Monserrat, one the Benedictine Order, 
said Mass. 

was impossible for Columbus comprehend the 
full import this religious ceremony. was the be- 
ginning the establishment the Universal Faith 
America. Its influence will felt throughout the cen- 
turies. Within decade, Ponce Leon, one the 
adventurers this second expedition, and other Span- 
iards were Florida, and not many years passed be- 
fore Fray Serra was the Western coast diligently 
laboring chain missions spread the Gospel 
among the Indians. The Faith was permanently 
established. 

spite the numerous unpardonable injustices 
that the noted Mariner experienced during his last 
years, his faith continued strong the end. The loss 
the viceroyalty over his new discoveries because 
jealousy the Spanish rulers, and men their court, 
his suffering abject poverty, with legacy for his 
two sons, after had gained inestimable wealth which 
more-favorable men enjoyed; his lack the necessi- 
ties life when old age and ill health were upon 
him all these, breaking the heart the old Admiral, 
proved substantial test his Christian character. 
Yet his magnanimous nature harbored bitterness 
toward those authority, his own words indicate: 
“The honest devotedness have always shown your 
Majesties’ service, and the unmerited outrage with 
which have been repaid, will not allow soul 
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keep silence, however much wish it; implore 


your Highnesses forgive complaints hith- 
erto have wept over others; may Heaven now 


have mercy upon me, and may the earth weep for 
me!” 

His testimony given the end his Journal reveals 
the secret power his life when felt that absolute 
defeat would overwhelm him: fool, and slow 
believe and serve thy God, the God all! what did 
more for Moses, for David His servant, than 
has done for thee? From thine infancy has kept 
thee under His constant care. When saw thee 
arrived age which suited His designs respecting 
thee, brought wonderful renown thy name

Growth Practice 


But even though the special subject has been disap- 
pearing, the supervisory functions have increased tre- 
mendously extent and significance. Timidly first, 
supervisory duties were taken over the superin- 
tendent and the principal, both whose positions were 
attaining greater and greater importance, the state 
officials, members the departments instruction, 
and specially designated teachers. But growth 
school systems meant great increase the adminis- 
trative and routine duties the superintendent. 
result, the larger cities, many the supervisory 
duties have been taken over the assistant superin- 
tendent, and the school principal, especially the 
elementary school. the smaller school system, the 
superintendent has tried maintain duties both 
administrative and supervisory nature. study

Not only has there been this rapid advance actual 
practice, but the whole field supervision now 
receiving constantly more professional and academic 
attention. The literature education, for example, 
greatly enriched reports and investigations prob- 
lems involved supervision. Before the notable vol- 
ume Burton, there was practically nothing the 
field literature concerned with supervision. Since 
that date, there have been published several volumes 
dealing with general and specific phases this sub- 
ject. Current periodical literature, also, has constantly 
been disclosing interest in, and studies of, supervision, 
assuming educational administration and supervision 
one its main functions. With the rise supervi- 
sion should also mentioned the establishment the 
National Conference Supervisors and Directors 
Instruction, body which has already issued two 
yearbooks. 

Such development has been roughly sketched, 
must indicate fairly sound conviction the part 
public-school officials the worth supervision 
separate and integral function the school system. 
might granted that some elements the growth 
supervision are erratic and superficial, yet there must 
real conviction that supervision worth while, 
else would not receive such development scat- 
tered and heterogeneous educational systems. 
matter fact, one the decided phases the whole 
field supervision the appraisal supervision 
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itself. That does not mean that supervision entirely 
profitable and constructive force, but only that there 
does exist critical attitude toward the whole matter, 
and that, far, destructive criticism has been less 
effective and less frequent than constructive criticism. 


Value Supervision 


With requirements for teaching 
positions stringent and exacting they have never 
been before, one might well ask what is, really, the 
necessity supervision. seems paradoxical that 
supervision should widely accepted necessary 
aspect educational service when becoming more 
and more difficult for one obtain teaching license, 
achieve promotion teaching system. Must 
said that all the elaborate preparation not con- 
ducive good teaching, and that must supple- 
seems that this not the case. Rather may con- 
cluded either that the professional preparation does 
not the other hand, that besides this prep- 
aration there must some training and appraisal 
teachers service. is, part, the eternal conflict 
between theory and practice. Probably the best way 
successful teacher, just Robert Louis Stevenson 
said that the best way, the only way, original 
born original. But, unfortunately, all teachers 
are not born teachers, and even those who are, may 
profit study. fine, one the assumptions made 
supervision that much the real worth begins 
with the teacher the classroom, not merely with her 
preparation for the classroom. Their assumption ap- 
pears justified. 

While the elementary field has received the greater 
amount attention and study supervision, would 
untrue say that there has been development 
secondary-school supervision public education. The 
literature dealing with this branch supervision 
growing gradually, one general volume devoted the 
supervision specific secondary subjects having 
already and there have been quite number 
researches into various aspects secondary school 
supervision made. 


Supervision Catholic Schools 


Against this progress supervision public educa- 
tion, what can said about that the Catholic 
schools? There decidedly considerable evidence 
increasing interest the part Catholic educators 
the importance and value supervision. Catholic 
supervision naturally confined almost entirely that 
done the teaching communities. The supervisory 
functions the diocesan superintendent are presumed 
minor. And yet, far the writer aware, this 
topic that might well investigated, for there 
little information the functions the diocesan 
superintendents actual practice. Catholic periodicals 
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are constantly adding articles supervision the 
parish school. Sister Callixta lists fifteen articles 
and studies previous hers the field 
Her treatment the subject the most analytical, 
probably, all the studies that have been made. Be- 
sides these, there should mentioned the volume 
Sister Salome, The most recent any dis- 
cussion that Sister Mildred, O.S.F., which ap- 
pears the Bulletin the National Catholic Educa- 
tional Association for 1929.’ This study, along with the 
majority the rest, concerned with supervision 
the elementary school only. truth, there has been 
nothing written specifically the supervision the 
Catholic secondary school. This, perhaps, reflects the 
parallel lines development the public schools, 
where, have seen, the elementary schools have 
been given over much more intensively supervision 
than the secondary schools. 


Comprehensive Study Necessary 


examination the literature existing the 
problems Catholic-school supervision leads one 
the following conclusions: first, there has been little 
done the way representative study existing 
practices supervision. This not always the fault 
the investigator. questionnaire sent some 
persons authority, the student can hardly 
criticised for the fact that receives only some 
replies. But cannot overstated that truly com- 
prehensive study this kind necessary. Second, 
there seems have developed very definite state- 
ments workable aims and objectives. Third, 
precise system organization has, yet, been out- 
lined. This far one the most difficult problems 
Catholic school supervision because the presence 
several teaching communities one diocese and the 
corollary, diffusion the members single com- 
munity over wide geographical area. Fourth, super- 
vision Catholic schools seems limited almost 
entirely classroom visitation and this rather in- 
frequently. the public schools, the other hand, 
classroom visitation regarded merely one function 
the supervision. Fifth, the secondary school 
object supervision has not been touched all spe- 
cifically. the present time when consolidated cen- 
tral high schools are becoming very numerous me- 
dium-size cities, and when, the larger cities there 
have for long been many high schools, this field should 
worth investigating. These observations would lead 
one conclude that although there are several indi- 
cations and evidences appreciation the im- 
portance the réle supervision separate edu- 
cational service, still the subject needs much more in- 
vestigation and truly scientific study.

contrast some the prevailing conditions. Ayer and 
Barr summarize their own and previous investigations 
the present status supervision setting down the 
most frequent practices hypothetical supervision. 
Percentages are given for the frequency occurrence 
actual practice far present data indicate what 
actually taking place. 

Such imaginary supervisor (1) would directly respon- 
sible the superintendent schools (64 per cent); (2) 
would have large freedom the control departmental 
affairs (47 per cent); (3) would nominate his departmental 
teachers and assistants (69 per cent); (4) would act the 
capacity assistant superintendent while the school 
buildings (39 per cent); (5) would yield the principal 
giving orders the teachers (37 per cent); (6) would share 
responsibilities for supervision academic subjects with the 
principal (56 per cent); (7) would granted remunera- 
tion connection with local transportation (44 per cent); 
(8) would find room for demonstration purposes the 
local school buildings (65 per cent); (9) would keep library 
references his own department (36 per cent); (10) would 
elected progressive salary schedule (46 per cent), 
(11) and the major need his department would 
increase the number assistants (32 per cent). 

This supervisor would begin the year’s work with teachers’ 
meeting which would usually supplemented conferences 
and special printed mimeographed materials. She would 
require lesson plans (51 per cent), and hold monthly teach- 
ers’ meetings which attendance would compulsory (80 
per cent). This supervisor would usually discuss these 
meetings methods instruction, courses study, objective, 
and experimental work. This supervisor would visit teachers 
monthly, the average visit being about thirty minutes 
length. About per cent the supervisor’s visits would 
unannounced; per cent announced; and per cent sched- 
uled. While the classroom the supervisor would evaluate 
the lesson, suggest remedial measures, check previous con- 
ditions, initiate new projects, suggest devices, and occasion- 
ally teach.®

Current Practices Supervision 


The most recent data that furnished discus- 
sion the Bulletin the National Catholic Educa- 
tional Association for 1929. Following splendid pre- 
sentation certain theoretical aspects Catholic ele- 
mentary supervision, discussion Sister Cath- 
erine throws some light the actual practices. The 
significant features may briefly summarized thus: 

The number supervisors. Thirteen the leading 
dioceses the country have, each, from supervisors. 
Brooklyn has the highest number, Cincinnati the second, 20, 
Philadelphia, 18, and Pittsburgh, 17. 

All these dioceses have general supervisors for all 
the grades and all subjects: two have special supervisors for 
physical education; two for primary work; three for art; 
and four for music. 

Cleveland and Cincinnati diocesan supervisors visit 
all schools irrespective the community teaching there. This 
same plan will followed next year Wichita, and partly 
operation Chicago now. 

unusually large number communities have their 
motherhouses outside the diocese, making, therefore, the prob- 
lem organization extremely complicated.

has become clearly evident that there develop- 
ing some considerable interest Catholic-school super- 
vision. There is, also, some evidence increasing 
development actual practice. Further, requirements 
for supervisors seem becoming more exacting. 
Admitting all this, still can truly said that super- 
vision separate subject investigation woefully 
need critical analysis. The few actual studies that 
exist are incomplete, vague, and probably overlapping 
some degree. They are often difficult evaluate 
because their vague character. The very term super- 
vision itself often ambiguously used, refer both 
diocesan and community supervision. Practically all 
the writers Catholic supervision stress the point that 
supervision not inspection. And yet must not much 
what passes for supervision more less than in- 
There real need for scientific research into the real 
problems Catholic-school supervision they are prac- 
tically all untouched. The challenge Catholic super- 
vision make effective our oft-repeated belief the 
efficacy Catholic education. Mere prociamation not 
sufficient proof. There are Catholic education numer- 
ous problems that are not met with the secular 
schools. Organization and administration supervi- 
sory program for diocese which several communi- 
ties teach, what with the diocese that sparsely 
settled, determining exactly the relation between the su- 
pervisory functions the diocesan superintendent, the 
principal, and the community supervisor, determining 
system that will allow for frequent visits teachers 
and remedial work, analyzing and determining stand- 
ards for the teaching religion, and the whole scheme 
secondary-school supervision these are but few 
the immediately pressing problems confronting the 
Catholic school system insofar supervision con- 
cerned. all virgin soil; hardly beginning has 
been made. And yet, what opportunity is. There 
can more unselfishly enthusiastic body teach- 
ers than the members the teaching communities. 
While their problems, some ways, are more numer- 
ous and complicated, others they are fewer and sim- 
pler. There are problems salary, shifting per- 
sonnel, diffused efforts. concentrated, consecrated 
teaching body should able cope with such prob- 
lems have been mentioned. Added good will must 
scientific methodology and precision.

The higher and nobler, the more direct and 
personal, the more direct and actual, the more forceful 
and lasting they are, the more they determine the acts 
the will. Hence, the training the will requires 
from parents and educators that they place before the 
young word and example the highest motives, which 
are the supernatural motives and, addition, such nat- 
ural motives reason may suggest. Every morally 
good bad act the result judgment. Although 
grace strengthens and supports and guides the will, 
does not obstruct its freedom judge. Hence, vari- 
ety motives should presented order offer 
least something each character personality. Once 
the good habit established, the guidance the will 
has reached its 


Practice Virtues 


Guidance the practice virtues, especially the 
cultivation the domestic and basic virtues like char- 
ity, honesty, obedience, purity, and industry, fore- 
most importance. Most virtues are acquired habits. 
Their acquisition would have been impossible there 
had been occasions for self-denial, patience, help- 
fulness, etc. they not occur often enough, such 
occasions should created. Parents and educators 
should study the behavior children situations that

demand the practice virtue and the child does 
not practice spontaneously, should induced 
its beauty and its reward offer stronger incentives for 
its practice than the ugliness and punishment vice. 
The instinct acquisition even spiritual things 
much stronger than the fear possible loss. Self- 
preservation applied eternal life stronger mo- 
tive than the remote probability landing hell. All 
opportunities that offer themselves should utilized 
promote the practice virtue order that the 
child may gradually acquire firmness character and 
the habit doing good for its own sake. This way 
virtues are established. 


Moral Protection 

Moral protection consists keeping away from 
youth those temptations and harmful influence which 
may not able pass through unscathed 
turn into good. Especially those influences that may 
and often cause lasting harm the character should 
prevented neutralized. not possible pre- 
vent all temptations. Even this could done, 
should not done since temptations are themselves 
neither good nor bad. fact, they are more frequently 
the occasion for virtue than the cause sin. seems 
beyond doubt, from personal experience well 
from observation, that the number temptations 
the average child overcomes much larger than the 
number those which succumbs. this should 
not true, hard explain why our children are 
good they really are. This not always realized, 
but nevertheless true. But there are harmful in- 
fluences that constitute serious temptations beyond 
the strength child. true that grace never 
lacking, but also true that many children not 
recognize the danger until perhaps too late. Guid- 
ance needed here and protection. 

Teachers may extend moral protection super- 
vising and, needed, correcting the ideas pupils 
far they reveal themselves words, placing 
them judiciously the classrooms, segregating danger- 
ous characters from others easily influenced and 
warning pupils against the dangers lurking the vicin- 
ity. Parents can more. They can and must pro- 
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mote wholesome conditions the home; otherwise the 
school and Church will struggle mostly vain. They 
must promote high standard morality words 
and actions among the members the family. They 
must provide proper sleeping facilities, keep danger- 
ous literature and pictures from the home, and must, 
general, watch all that enters the home and must 
know where and with whom those resort who leave it. 
They should ask account the time and money 
spent outside their presence. They should investigate 
the origin every foreign article brought into the 
house; every book making its appearance the fam- 
ily should looked through. The character the 
more intimate companions should scrutinized. The 
conversation children among themselves may often 
reveal baneful outside influences. true that Divine 
Providence, the Guardian Angel, and the conscience 
constitute powerful protectors, but, since Satan and 
the World utilize many aids ruining the innocent, 
but meet that parents and other adults come 
their aid words and deeds and example. this way, 
the Catholic instinct formed. But, even all should 
not all evil can barred from youth, but 
most will lose its influence and much harm will 
averted. Great dangers lurk modern amusements. 
would never demand from children forego 
all enjoyments and segregate themselves complete- 
from others. The time will come that race require- 
ments urge the young leave the family circle. 
prevent would harmful. must so. there 
danger outside the home, the parents must provide 
opportunity for recreation within the home 
place with organization where the dangers are 
reduced minimum. ‘The slogan formulated the 
last Catholic Educational Association “Every child 
Catholic school” might well extended “And 
every Catholic Child Catholic Association.” Sun- 
shine needed youth. Without the sunshine hap- 
piness and contentment the virtues cannot grow the 
garden the soul. The neglect moral protection 
youth the part parents responsible for the 
many moral failures encountered today. seems that

This question 
has already been answered for them practical ex- 
amples. All around see flourishing, the public- 
school kindergartens. these little schools were not 
practical, they would not exist the splendid public- 
school system which our country boasts. 


What the Kindergarten Does 


Most children must taught study. For several 
weeks after they are sent school they must 
trained apply themselves their work. takes 
every child some time realize what school really 
means. This where the kindergarten helps. there 
they learn obey someone’s instructions, other than 
Mother’s. The teacher with her excellent training with 
young children, can draw them out themselves, make 
them forget their timidness, teach them play unsel- 
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fishly and harmoniously with other children, and 
bring out the self-expressions they feel. Hence, when 
the time comes for them enter the grammar school 
they are eager for another step into education, uncon- 
sciously perhaps, but nevertheless, eager. Kindergarten 
mutually beneficial the primary teacher. She finds 
kindergarten pupils apt first graders. They have 
already learned obey certain rules, they have over- 
come their shyness, and they know they must atten- 
tive and orderly. Not only the kindergarten bene- 
ficial from disciplinary standpoint, but really bene- 
fits children mentally.

room above the other. automatic-control switch 
the auditorium can heated independently from the 
rest the building. 

The laboratories the third floor the building 
include biological room and physics and chemistry 
laboratories. Equipped accommodate class 
pupils, each desk the biological laboratory has 
ebonacid birch top and supplied with gas and elec- 
tricity and hot and cold water. large aquarium, 
plant box, seed tester, and large display biolog- 
ical specimens complete the equipment. both the 
physics and the chemistry laboratories the two-student 
table idea carried out. With each table individ- 
ual unit; students are given free range for any experi- 
ment. the biology room, each table the chem- 
istry laboratory equipped with gas and electricity 
and hot and cold running water. The tables the 
physics laboratory are furnished with two large ver- 
tical steel rods with crossbar and clamps for adjust- 
ments. Built one the walls each laboratory 
are cabinets for experimental equipment supplies. 

The home-economics department comprises sewing 
room and kitchen. The sewing room equipped with 
space for fitting dresses. The west wall the room 
has been arranged provide three mirrors. 


The Library 


Conveniently located near the study hall the west 
side the building, the library the second floor. 
Large enough accommodate students one time, 
the furnishings include large shaped charging 
desk with librarian’s storage room adjoining. the 
north the room are book shelves and catalog cases. 
The east wall lined with laid-in shelves for reference 
books, magazine rack, and bulletin board. Study 
tables occupy the greater portion the floor space 
and the alcove the southwest corner. The room 
well lighted and has book capacity 6,000 volumes. 

The public-address system installed all class- 
rooms, the auditorium, and the gymnasium. Select 
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programs are brought the attention students 
any hour the day. 

the basement the school completely 
equipped cafeteria. The dietitian charge provides 
wide variety the menu each day priced pro- 
vide students with balanced meal, nominal cost. 
The tables will seat 350 students. 

The gymnasium the first floor the east the 
building sectioned into department for girls and for 
boys folding partition. The size the entire room, 
when opened, ft. Blocks-on-end flooring has 
been used. Adjoining the gymnasium are locker rooms, 
visiting-team rooms, room for corrective work, and 
the offices the physical directors. swimming pool 
ft. also located the basement. 

The orchestra room the third floor acoustically 
treated. one the walls, cabinets for instruments 
and sheet music have been provided. 

The school also supplied with two consulting 
rooms where special instruction given pupils who 
have suffered lapse their work either from illness 
from other causes. 


Construction Material 

The construction material used reinforced con- 
crete. The corridor and stairs are laid with terrazzo 
flooring while all the classrooms are finished with lino- 
leum flooring. The walls throughout are lined with caen 
tile. The blackboards each classroom are bordered 
with cork bulletin boards. With the exception the 
homeroom and the mechanical-drawing room the desks 
are stationary. Swivel-chair seating has been installed 
insure correct posture and comfort. 

Each floor supplied with two toilets and wash- 
rooms for students and special restroom for the facul- 
ty. Each the rooms equipped with marble stalls 
and tile floors and walls. The basins are porcelain.

When three four persons happened 
call the same time, two had remain standing until 
chairs were brought in; sometimes was even necessary 
take chairs from the chapel. 

One evening when the supply wood was exhausted, the 
Sisters went the chapel thank God advance for the 
wood which they were quite sure would send. load 
wood was delivered that very evening. 

One morning Bishop Young was scheduled say Mass 
the Sisters’ chapel, but there was wine hand. The aco- 
lyte was instructed inform the Bishop. His Lordship, how- 
ever, began Mass and went until the offertory, when, 
course, had stop.

Diocesan Supervision Catholic 
School Buildings 

“What you think this asked diocesan 
superintendent schools, parochial school built 
within few months this year 1930 heated 
oil stove.” 

began review the general situation about par- 
ish school buildings. For the most part seems that 
the parish school building entirely the concern 
the local parish and particularly the local priest. 
One thing seems certain, not ordinarily ex- 
pert modern school buildings. really satisfactory 
building from the esthetic practical side acci- 
dent rather than the certain result careful planning 
and supervision. would seem clear that, however 
serviceable the parish idea may other aspects 
church administration, some kind staff organization 
the diocesan office would necessary for rendering 
expert service, advice, and supervision the question 
school buildings. parish should want put 
school building without getting the most competent 
and expert advice available, and, certainly, parish 
that would proceed without such assistance should 
permitted so. 

This service, advice, and supervision should pro- 
vided and through the office the diocesan super- 
intendent schools. would seem the highest 
wisdom, well the wisest precaution that all plans 
for parochial school buildings should approved 
the diocesan school authorities, provided the diocesan 
school authorities had built adequate machinery 
their office, and could secure regularly make its 
approval really worth while. 


Building Research Service 

The need for diocesan supervision and approval 
Catholic school buildings has another aspect. There 
should provision somewhere for continuous re- 
search the problems and practice building con- 
struction relation educational purposes. This re- 
search service might provided diocesan, 
regional group dioceses national scale. This 
research service could (should be) independent 
the actual administrative authorities concerned with 
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supervision and approval, but should close touch 
and active with them. 

The service such school-building research agency 
might furnish may adapted from recent survey 
the New York City public schools: 

study the use all rooms and floor areas 
with view improvement and economy size, 
equipment, and use. 

consult with superintendents, principals, 
teachers, pastors, the planning, equipment, and use 
all rooms. 

furnish prompt, accurate, and adequate in- 
formation the architects through the diocesan su- 
perintendent schools all questions relating 
educational requirements. 

check the results obtained new plans and 
equipment that mistakes, when they occurred, could 
not repeated indefinitely. 

study building plans from the standpoint 
educational use and needs. 

study the methods employed other dio- 
ceses and public-school systems the solution sim- 
ilar problems. 

check all completed plans buildings before 
their approval the diocesan superintendent. 

collect and maintain usable records and sta- 
tistics all building operations diocesan, pub- 
lic-school systems, and private schools, organized par- 
ticularly with reference needs Catholic schools.

Editor's Note. Here is an interesting collection of poetic tributes to 
Mary. As the author says in her quotation from Newman, all months 
and all days are Mary’s. However, these tributes are especially appropriate 
for October, the month of the Rosary. 

We should welcome from our readers an expression of opinion as to 
whether they would favor the publication each month of Catholic poetry 
that has come down the ages to us or of contemporary Catholic poetry. 


“The freshness May and the sweetness June, 
And the fire July its passionate noon 
Munificent August, September serene, 

Are together match for glorious Queen. 


Mary, all months and all days are thine own; 
these lasts their joyousness when they are gone; 
And give thee May, not because best, 
But because comes first and pledge the rest.” 


HUS beautifully does the great English convert, 
Cardinal Newman, express the desire which 
surges the heart every true child the 
Church, pay homage our glorious Queen. May 
she reward with her sweet benediction, this slight effort 
show something her influence throughout the ages 
upon the fine arts. When speak the arts, 
mean, course, poetry, music, painting, sculpture, and 
architecture. 

When our Blessed Lady, her sublime canticle, de- 
clared, “From henceforth, all generations shall call 
she foretold what has come pass that 
many who have been given special talents, have de- 
lighted laying some their best productions her 
feet. The literature all the great nations the earth 
has been enriched those who have sung her praises. 
Dante, the greatest poet all time says: 


“Look now into that face that unto Christ 
Hath most resemblance; for its brightness only 
able prepare thee see Christ.” 


And addresses her thus: 


“Thou Virgin Mother, daughter thy Son, 
Humble and high beyond all other creatures; 
thee compassion is, thee pity, 

thee magnificence; thee unites 
Whate’er goodness any creature.” 


Among the many beautiful poems the liturgy 
Mother Church, one the finest the Stabat Mater 
Dolorosa, dating back the fifteenth century. are 
all familiar with this because its use the devotion 
the Way the Cross, though only Latin scholar 
can appreciate its grandeur poem. The 
Mater Speciosa, written the same time, resembles 
this one outer structure and language closely 
twin resembles its mate, except that one sings the 
lovely young mother bending over the crib her new- 
born Child, while the other sings the same mother 
standing the foot the cross whereon the same Son, 
grown manhood, dying. The opening stanzas 
the two are here given, side side: 


Stabat Mater Dolorosa 
Stabat Mater dolorosa 
Juxta crucem lachrymosa, 
Dum pendebat Filius; 
Cujus animam gementem, 
Contristatam et dolentem, 
Pertransivit gladius. 


Stabat Mater Speciosa 
Stabat Mater speciosa 
Juxta foenum gaudiosa, 
Dum jacebat Parvulus; 
Cujus animam gaudentem, 
Laetabundam ferventem, 
Pertransivit jubilus. 


Other beautiful hymns the Church are the four 
antiphons the Blessed Virgin for the four ecclesias- 
tical seasons: Alma Redemptoris Mater, from Advent 
the Purification; Ave Regina Coelorum, from the 
Purification Maundy Regina Coeli, from 
Holy Saturday Trinity Eve, and Salve Regina, from 
Trinity Sunday Advent. these, the finest, and 
certainly the best known the Salve Regina, which 
recite constantly the Hail, Holy Queen! 

But the singing Our Lady’s praises has not been 
confined the Catholic poets. When Wordsworth, one 
the greatest English poets, wrote these lines, 
often 

“Mother! whose virgin bosom was uncrossed 
With the least shade thought sin allied! 
Woman! above all women glorified; 


Our tainted nature’s solitary boast,” 
he, whether consciously unconsciously bore witness 
What prayer this from Shelley: 
“Sweet benediction the eternal course, 
Veiled Glory the lampless universe!” 
Byron, all accounts not too much given prayer, 
“Ave Maria! ’tis the hour prayer; 
Ave Maria! ’tis the hour love; 
Ave Maria! may our spirits dare 
Look thine and thy Son’s above?” 


Keble salutes our Mother thus: 

“Ave Maria! thou whose name 
All but adoring love can claim.” 
Coming little further down the ages, listen our 
own Longfellow: 
“Tf our faith had given nothing more 
Than this example all womanhood, 
mild, merciful, strong, good, 
patient, peaceful, loyal, loving, pure, 
This were enough prove higher and truer 
Than all the creeds the world had known before.” 

This almost makes wonder what more Catholic 
could say, and stamps Longfellow belonging the 
soul the Church, though knew not. 

Most Protestants who not grasp the meaning 
the hypostatic union, fight shy the title “Mother 
God.” Not Edgar Allen Poe; and when read 
these lines: 

“At morn, noon, twilight dim, 
Maria, thou hast heard hymn; 
joy and woe, good and ill, 
Mother God, with still,” 


cannot help feeling that the lot this gifted but 
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unfortunate poet might have been much happier had 
been taught his youth call more frequently and 
trustingly upon this sweet Mother. 

Surely there little most the writings Kip- 
ling prepare for such lines these: 


Mary, pierced with sorrow, 

Remember, reach and save 

The soul that goes tomorrow 
Before the God that gave! 

each was born woman, 
For each utter need, 

True comrade and true foeman, 
Madonna, intercede.” 


When the beloved Father Faber upon his conversion, 
changed his outlook upon the world and became 
priest the Catholic Church, though Wordsworth said 
the world had lost poet, Catholics can say that 
the loss the outside world was our gain, many 
beautiful hymns did write for all sorts 
among them, course, special ones the Blessed 
Virgin; for this was his logical and tender cry: 


“And oh! how can love thy Son 
Sweet Mother, love not thee?” 


doubt many children love sing Mother Mary, 
Thine Altar, Joy Heart, Purest Crea- 
tures, etc., who are not conscious that Father Faber 
wrote the words these hymns. Since the whole 
United States consecrated the Immaculate Con- 
ception, should all find special significance that 
one Father Faber’s hymns which begins: 


Mother, could weep for mirth, 

Joy fills heart fast; 

soul today heaven earth, 
could the transport last! 

think thee and what thou art, 
Thy majesty, thy state; 

And keep singing heart, 
Immaculate! Immaculate!” 

With apology for intruding upon this illustrious 
company poets, ask permission readers 
bring this little poem own, entitled Garland 
for Our Lady, 

like weave garland for our gracious Lady fair; 
garland sweet and dainty, fit grace her lovely hair. 
weave with devotion and the very greatest care, 
And beg her accept heart’s best prayer. 


weave first with lilies, all stately, pure, and fair, 
And then I’d add some roses for their fragrant beauty rare; 
For lilies speak purity, while roses love declare, 

And these attributes, none with her can compare. 


Then lilies the valley, too, would find place beside 
Some modest little violets, which also seek hide; 

Fit types her humility, and for that reason 

Have hopes she’d deign show how rid myself pride. 


And then, match her azure robe, like one little spot 
show the self-same radiance, its hue caught. 
And that she may remember me, I’ve laid this little plot: 
Right the center would place blue Forget-Me-Not.

Oral Reading 


all subjects, oral reading desirable and necessary for 
stimulation interest, explanation, enjoyment, information, 
self-expression, and inspiration. The essential “relevancy 
the child’s needs,” says Pauline Ehbets Teaching Oral 
English (pp. 17-19). 

“The greatest need the present time assimilation. Peo- 
ple are continually reading, skimming over facts; there is, 
however, little assimilation.” 

The material chosen should meet the pedagogical needs 
the child, marked simplicity thought and feeling, and 
employ familiar words. should good itself. 

The kind that “interprets the child the more impressive 
facts his own life, and those great abiding facts nature 
and human life that comes within the range his notice and 
understanding.” 

The classics should used preference other material, 
they become suitable. 

Material should short rather than long, because the 
child’s span attention short. Its fitness depends partly 
the treatment the material, what emphasized, and 
what slighted. Different treatment advisable, according 
age and grade. Its greatest opportunity develop ideals, 
attitudes, and standards. The real test is: the work de- 
pressed braced the mind and character the pupil? Has 
developed power? what attitude toward the subject has 
the pupil been left?” 

The reading matter should new the class, and there 
should reason for using it. There should the “audience” 
The reading should prepared before hand pos- 
sible. The reader must have definite purpose, such 
express his opinion, give information needed, give 
enjoyment. The class should have motive listening. 

Avoid all means the reading over and over the point 
boredom, the familiar matter the class reader. These 
class readers are valuable for drills, study, reference, testing, 
checking up; but this work should restricted funda- 
mentals that need become matters habit, and should 
make the children conscious growing facility and power. 
“The stilted, mechanical, droning, and sing-song ways read- 
ing which prevail many our schools are simply the reflex 
the lack motive.” 

method, there are two schools, one that believes that 
mechanics and technical facility must come first, the other 
that insists that master thought must the first essential. 
The thought, sentence, the unit our language, and 
the child, far easier to,master than the isolated word. 
Actually one method does not exclude the other, and both 
must used the teacher. 

practical teaching, best separate these two ends 
thought getting should not interrupted mechanics. Me- 
chanics should come before after the reading lesson. 
the other hand, mechanics are interesting themselves 
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children, tests their facility and power. Children should 
led feel that mechanics are useful tools, and that the 
gradual accumulation and facility the use these tools 
throughout the grades makes possible richer and more stim- 
ulating field activity. Some points keep mind are: 

oral reading lesson not language lesson nor 
knowledge lesson. 

not burden with technical work, nor dissect it. 

not preach, nor wander far afield. Subdue illustration 
the subject. 

not overwork the dictionary. get meanings 
through familiarity, not through analysis. This does not mean 
not use dictionary.

Material for Silent Reading 


The first requisite for rapid, intelligent silent reading the 
use interesting, well-written, attractively illustrated mate- 
rial, says Miss Beulah Kohler her Course Study 
Reading (page 24). 

There abundance interesting, fanciful narrative mate- 
rial available for use the primary grades, and many the 
newer books contain much factual material. Narrative material 
read for pure pleasure the logical kind silent reading for 
the first-grade child because the simplest and most interest- 
ing. However, much the reading demanded school and out- 
side life factual nature. Therefore, factual material should 
also used for silent-reading purposes even the first grade. 
Such series readers The Silent Reading Hour, Gordon 
and Hall’s Nature Stories for Children, present abundance 
factual material written interesting “narrative” style. This 
material excellent transition between fanciful narrative 
material and material purely factual nature. Some strictly 
factual material should used, however, the first grade 
children are expected handle independently the 
later grades. The new Lippincott Silent Reader furnishes material 
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strictly factual type arranged for silent-reading treatment 
Grade III. There should be, also, the primary grades careful, 
accurate reading connection with supplementary seatwork exer- 
cises. Work this type not, however, allowed in- 
terfere with the information habits rapid silent reading 
narrative material for pleasure and profit. 

Speed Tests. Pictures with corresponding slips may put into 
manila envelope. carrying out this silent-reading exercise, the 
envelopes may passed the pupils who compete seeing 
which row the most children can correctly place the slips their 
pictures. 

The teacher prepares flash cards which she writes questions. 
She rapidly flashes these cards and alternately calls upon pupils 
two sections answer the questions. score given for each 
correct answer, and the side having the highest score wins the 
game. 

Personal History Questions. What your name? How old are 
you? Where you live, etc.? 

Personal Questions. you like school? What color 
your hair? What are you going when you grow up? Etc. 

Health Questions. you sleep with your windows open? 
you drink milk every day? Etc. 

Yes and Questions. rabbits have wings? dogs like 
meat? Can table talk? 

The teacher writes upon the blackboard series statements 
telling the children what look for they read new lesson. 
The result their study may checked later discussion 
which children give their answers and read orally the parts 
the selection that prove their answer. For example: “The Dog 
the Manger.” 

What find out: (1) Why the was hurry get 
the manger. (2) What the dog did. (3) What the saw the 
manger. (4) Why the thought the dog should give him the 
hay. (5) What was finally done about it? (6) Whether the dog 
was selfish unselfish, and why you think so. 

Completing Sentences. The teacher prepares set cards, 
writing each card series sentences with one word missing 
each sentence. The children copy the sentences and supply the 
missing word. different cards are prepared, they can 
used different occasions, the same individual using differ- 
ent card each time. the cards are numbered, will easy 
for pupils keep record the cards they have previously 
used. Such sentences the following may used: cat has 
four legs and two squirrel has long bushy 
wagon has four 

Drawing and Coloring. Children enjoy any activity which 
use made colored crayons. Many attractive silent-reading 
lessons can developed which the responses are made 
drawing something. 

the lower grades the teacher may put directions the 
board for drawing objects mentioned characters taking part 
story, “Chicken Little’: Draw Chicken Little. Color 
Chicken Little yellow. Draw Henny Penny. Color Henny Penny 
brown. 

The teacher prints the board several phrases containing 
words previously studied, such as: kite tree, bird 
nest, basket eggs, two pigs pen, dog eating bone, 
boy feeding the birds. The children draw picture illustrate 
each phrase. The row having the most correctly done given 
time wins the game. 

Because their instinctive interest puzzles, children enjoy 
carrying out puzzling directions draw something, just for the 
sake solving puzzle. For example: Draw hill. Put brown 
house the top the hill. Draw tall green tree beside the 
house. Make brown nest the tree. Put four blue eggs the 
nest. 

Write riddles the board and let children draw their an- 
swers: made wood. There something long and black 
inside me. Children write with me. (Answer—pencil.) 

Motivating the Lesson. The teacher writes the board se- 
ries questions incomplete statements pertaining new 
lesson, and after each one she writes two three possible an- 
swers, such as: The Little Red Hen found grain corn, barley, 
wheat. She made into cake, pie, bread. 

The children read the story find out which the several 
words the right one. the lower grades, where the children 
cannot write well, the result their study can tested 
means contest which the pupils opposing sides are 
called upon give oral response. 
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Project Japan 

very interesting Japanese project for the third and 
fourth grade outlined Gertrude Allison the Los 
Angeles School Journal (March 17, page 11). preparing 
her material, Miss Allison read few children’s and teacher’s 
books Japan. She visited stores the Japanese districts, 
talked other people, and visited the rice-cake factory. Dur- 
ing the visits she became acquainted with Japanese poetry, 
and dancing. Her interest caused her collect pictures, 
from the National Geographic Magazine, exhibit 
material, Japanese music. Besides she learned the best methods 
for tea-cup making, and also made provisions for room 

Miss Allison’s presentation her material fascinating. 
initiating the activity she asked her class mention the 
different races people living Los Angeles. These names 
were listed the blackboard and illustrated with pictures 
their nationality. The differences appearance and living 
conditions were brought during the course the discus- 
sion. Lantern slides Japan were next presented. During 
this procedure the children raised questions which had been 
prompted the new activity. 

After the lantern slides the children were able name some 
contributions the Japanese other countries. The children 
then worked out list contributions different nationalities 
make us. This list was supplemented reading Cali- 
fornia State Text Geography Barrows-Parker method 
determine what contributions these nations make. Special 
emphasis was given the hard labor these people, especi- 
ally the Japanese. the children expressed their approval 
the country Japan watching the lantern slides, the 
question was asked: you think the Japanese leave 
their homes?” and the following answers were suggested: (1) 
Work. (2) Better advantages: food, clothing, shelter, trans- 
portation. (3) Something new. (4) Better government. (5) 
Education. (6) Scenery. (7) More land. (8) Earthquakes. 
(9) Overpopulated. (10) Tidal waves. (11) with friends 
and relatives. The class decided that verification the above 
opinions could made by: reading, talking people, visiting 
museums, making things. 

discussing the question what make, the class de- 
cided Japanese house. From houses they practiced the 
novel industrial arts making tea cups, lanterns, tea tables, 
trays, pillows, and on. the process learning how 
make these things they looked and how 
gather data, make evolutions, and draw conclusions. 

they considered the things they wished make, sugges- 
tions came for party. The party was named “Hostess Day,” 
when relatives and friends were invited come tea.

The above list teacher’s ideals for boy 
years quoted Mary Lewis her Adventure with 
Children. Writing Bulletin No. the Atlantic City Pub- 
lic Schools (May page 5), Mary Somers restates the 
question: What must help pupils achieve these 
ideals, read: What must help the children toward 
these high achievements? Her answer is: 

“Children detect false notes immediately. Sincerity then 
the part the teacher necessity. sympathetic appre- 
ciation children and their interests scientific under- 
standing children another essential. old adage 
that teacher cannot teach what she does not know. 
might add that she cannot what she not and she cannot 
what she does not.” 

This last statement questionable. discounts the fact that 
some people learn from experience the principles others take 
out textbooks but never learn apply them practice. 
fully agree, however, that teacher learns how in- 
terpret signs appreciation children that she has starting 
point from which build. 

How interpret these hopeful signs? 

might borrow from Miss Somers the story the first- 
grade teacher: 

she took stock herself and her work, she listened 
and observed her pupils. The first-grade teacher helped the 
class formulate monthly group plans, but she was delighted 
find individual purposing definite things. Some were 
stating, going keep this library book till read 
read that pig story,” “I’m going make book airplane 
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pictures,” love write. Could make book writing?” 
“Couldn’t have some real clay again? want make 
Easter bunny,” think we’d better have ‘Improve our 
voices’ our Easter plans.” She noted little evidences 
appreciation. Someone would hum happily the tune 
much-iiked song melody heard the victrola. visit 
home see new baby brother revealed the fact that one 
little girl had “made up” the words and music lullaby 
sing the baby. Someone would quote the line poem 
appropriate time, revealing keen understanding the 
meaning liking for the sound it. Someone would say, 
though poem. Want hear it?” 


“Crocus flowers are growing garden, 
Growing garden, 
Growing in my garden. 
Crocus flowers are blooming 
know little bunny, 
His name is Dicky Day; 
He used to pull the Easter eggs, 
But now likes play.” 
“There was little bird

Once when the “creative poetry power” was running high, 
teacher remarked, “But must stop and get our regular 
work. Tell your rime recess time after school.”

(It said that while attempts 
creating may crude, they help stimulate appreciation. 
Sometimes someone would say, lovely picture 
lovely flower and how those narcissus bulbs were watched 
over and enjoyed! And what thrill was when the bulb 
that had seemed dead long began show signs life, send- 
ing forth the green leaves and then the bud and, last, the 
fragrant white flowers Unsolicited sometimes the children ap- 
preciated one another. Someone said, was good story, 
Geraldine,” or, improving. She reads more quickly 
now.” Mothers have told activities. One 
mother spoke the difference Robert since came 
school. She seldom had suggest what might with his 
time. had ideas himself what could make what 
wished do, and could keep himself employed for 
long time. 

All these and many more evidences growth are helping 
that first-grade teacher cherish some ideas, too. Although 
set period” still valuable, longer the neces- 
sity once was, for possible for “freedom” permeate 
the atmosphere the whole life when attitudes are right. 
What difference does make whether regard creative work 
anything the child does for the first time (Rugg) or, 
the narrow view Mearns, something unique, unusual, 
sought after and discovered the Pearl Great Price? 
But how important that every child given chance 
grow mentally, physically, socially, and spiritually! Way 
down first grade needs inspired and encouraged, 
appreciated and guided, treated courteously and tactfully 
teacher who agrees with Mary Lewis that “It not fixed 
desks and chairs that wish avoid, but fixed children.” 
Continue “free period?” Yes, but not let stop one 
period. Set the stage for pupil participation just much 
the planning the schoolwork possible. Take care the 
interests, ideals, and appreciations the present and trust 
that the foundations laid will help the future years take 
care themselves. 


Building Health Schoolhouse 


Building health schoolhouse project that has been 
used very successfully the Grand Rapids Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Society for fostering health activities the rural schools 
Kent county. reprint the requirements for changing the 
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bare pictured outline building into completed and 
attractive schoolhouse. 

you have inspection every morning, you may put door 
your schoolhouse. (This includes hair, teeth, clothing, visible 
skin, and nails.) 

you have hot lunch five days week, you may have 
window the front gable. (One hot dish, such vegetable soup, 
stewed tomatoes, etc., added the children’s individual lunch 
acceptable. This may provided members good P.T.A.) 
After hot lunches have been started, they must continued until 
the close school. Their purpose the children, not 
merely warm them during cold weather. 

you have first-aid kit, you may put small window 
the front left corner. homemade box equipped with iodine, 
dressings, bandages, adhesive, scissors, etc., will suitable.) 

everybody washes hands before eating lunch uses 
individual towels, you may build five large windows the 
front your schoolhouse. 

everybody has romp out doors recess and during 
lunch hour every day, you may put three windows the side 
your house. (This includes the teacher.) 

you have fresh air entering schoolroom all times, you 
may draw window boards your windows. (This can done 
keeping boards foot high under the sashes least two 
windows one side the room and two the opposite side.) 

you use individual drinking cups and covered pail 
jar for drinking water, you may draw steps front your 
house. (Such jars bubblers must cleaned least three times 
week the older pupils.) 

per cent more are the safety zone weight, you 
may paint your house any color you wish. (The safety zone 
extends from per cent underweight per cent overweight.) 

all children see normally with without glasses, you 
may have foundation for your house. 

10. toilet sanitary least flyproof, you may paint the 
roof red. (To flyproof the vault must entirely tight, properly 
cleaned, lime used three times weekly, and seats provided with 
spring covers.) Ashes will not answer the purpose lime 
outside toilet. 

11. all children have physical defects corrected advised 
school nurse, you may put green lawn front the school. 

12. school drinking supply has been tested this year and 
found satisfactory, you may hang flag above your schoolhouse. 

13. schoolroom temperature kept below degrees 
during entire school year, you may draw shades your windows. 
(If thermometer hung low enough good training give 
pupils the responsibility keeping record the room tempera- 

ture four times daily.) 

14. school windows and doors are screened, you may color 
the sky blue. 

Schools completing the requirements and sending their 
pictured schoolhouse the headquarters the society were 
visited representative that organization. Those with 
enrollment more than pupils were awarded standard 
scale, while the smaller schools received indoor ball and 
bat. Mrs. Blanche Rose, executive secretary the Grand 
Rapids Anti-Tuberculosis Society, writing the plan says, 
“We have added our requirements for building health 
schoolhouse one two requirements each year and county 
nurse teacher could revise and begin small way.

obey rules group and respond orderly way school 
signals (such fire drills). 

persevering. 

form habit coming regularly and time. 

converse intelligently and correct speech defects far 
able. 

have general respect for health rules. 

recite from memory Mother Goose and other simple 
verse and able retell few simple stories. 

10. sing attempt sing simple songs. 

11. have fair degree bodily control. 

12. use his hands capably the manual arts. 

13. take care wraps, putting on, taking off, and hang- 
ing up. responsible for kindergarten materials has used. 

14. count 20, print, write his name, know colors, days 
week, and right and left hand. should know his own name, 
age, birthday, address, father’s and teacher’s name, name 
school and country. 

15. Should know names familiar objects room calendar, 
thermometer, etc. Should know names most common flowers, 
birds, trees, animals, etc., our own locality and have interest 
their care and growth. 

The above habits, abilities, and experiences should make fair 
basis for promotion the first grade. 


Field Trips for Teaching Science 

Effective field trips teaching science necessary 
real-life interest created students. The purpose 
field trips arouse this latent enthusiasm for activity which 
deepens into natural love for the wonders nature. Field 
trips will enable the instructor formulate and give 
students working outline the general procedure the 
observations they are about make. The teaching situation 
becomes felt need the part the student. The follow- 
ing outline, taken from the High School, (Portland, Oreg.), 
for March, 1930. 


Field Trip Byer’s Mill Pond 

Purpose: determine the characteristic plant and animal 
life, their habits and their habitat the pond. make 
collections for further study the laboratory. 

Organization: The class will meet the east entrance 
the building. After the roll has been taken, the class will 
proceed down the bottom the hill and then the 
track three blocks. arrival the pond, make small 
sketch the pond, showing the general location the 
following features: the shape the pond, the inlet, the 
gravelly outlet, the cat-tail bed, the patches pond weed 
and pond scum, and the margin. After noting the general 
features the pond, the class will, signal instructor, 
work groups about the margin the pond points in- 
dicated the instructor Those who sit row one will 
constitute group those row two will group II, and 
forth. the group work the field, one member the 
group will write the notations, concerning the collections 
made the group. Another member the group act 
custodian property see the taking the collect- 
ing materials (rake, insect net, sieves, pan, bottles, and jars), 
and from the field, and the return the collections 
the laboratory (aided other members the group). 
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signal, the class will return the laboratory with collections, 
there complete notes trip and arrange collections 
group aquaria. 

Observations: (Under this heading the student told what 
look for and where look.) the surface will found 
the water strider and sometimes spider. Out further the 
pond will found some small fish. Note their characteris- 
tics and habits. With rake, pull some the pond weeds. 
the mass comes up, place sieve under catch escap- 
ing forms. this mass apt found some small crus- 
taceans, some mollusks the form flat and cone-shape 
coils, and some insect larvae, such the May flies and 
damsel flies. Scraping the marginal bottom and bank will 
produce large number insect larvae, such some 
the dragon-fly nymphs, larvae mosquitoes, midges, May 
flies, snails several kinds, and small white clams are apt 
found when the ooze has been washed out. the 
marginal waters will also found the larval and adult forms 
beetles and the water bugs, such the back swimmer and 
water boatmen. Under submerged boards, sticks, and stones 
are some forms loving darkness, such the burrowing 
dragon fly, blood worms, and earthworms. Near the margin 
the bank are apt found both the tree frog and 
the common frog, the former can distinguished its 
small size and “vacuum cups” the tips its toes. 

Making frequent trips the surface will several adult 
insects the hemiptera, the water boatmen, and the back 
swimmer, with their oarlike legs. Here, also, will found 
several adult beetles, especially the predacious diving beetles. 
These insects and the dragon-fly nymphs should put 
separate containers they are destructive other forms. 
Some small eight-leg forms known “water mites” are apt 
brought the nets, and one’s eyes are especially 
keen, some the microcrustaceans, the ostracods, cyclops, 
and water fleas will observed. number crayfish make 
their home the pond and among the rocks the overflow 
stream. Among the cat-tail stems and the submerged reeds 
and grass will found some scuds amphipods, May 
snails, and dragon-fly nymphs; the cases some these 
that have climbed the stems out the water and 
transformed into adults will noticed clinging the stems. 
Some interesting larvae caddis flies will found among 
the weeds and swimming about their interesting cases made 
sticks sand. the underside floating sticks and logs 
will found number forms, especially the cracks and 
underneath the bark.

“The possibilities gain for the student, through auditory 
contact with those who are leaders their various fields, 
are numerous. Owing prohibitory expense such opportuni- 
ties have been limited large communities well- 
endowed institutions. Through radio this barrier may 
removed and these benefits extended all communities. 
addition this advantage there opportunity open 
public education fields knowledge which hitherto have been 
limited availability. 

“The rapid development new approaches the sensory 
gateways vision and sound justify students education 
carrying more extensive programs investigation into 
both the content subject matter offered and the 
methods employed its presentation educational 
institutions.” 


Suggestion for Character Training 


“Might not our Catholic schools make more virtuous con- 
tribution this generation some such devices the daily 
check activities during the day carried out the lives 
boys and girls?” asks the Notes for the Teacher Religion 
(May 15). 

“Tt not necessary that the pupil know predominant pas- 
sions, etc. enough, fact would most worthy, 
would recognize specific good actions that does not per- 
form and which his life affords many opportunities prac- 
tice and then take them one one, striving daily until 
made them habitual his life. From the time First Holy 
Communion, and for some even earlier, ‘children have recog- 
nized virtuous habits that they should make part their 
daily lives. 

“In the work making the particular act habitual the use 
check from whereon once each day the pupil will note 
single symbol his success failure during that day 
performing the particular act. Such check forms are not 
inspected the teacher anyone else. The pupil should 
taught make the check home the same time every 
day, for instance, before getting into bed night. would 
desirable the school would provide individuals with 
simple form requiring nothing from the child but the daily 
mark. While the check form used for the pupil alone, the 
teacher should remind, encourage, and suggest ways and 
means that virtues may practiced. Pupils have been known 
dishonest contributing general spiritual treasury. 
the procedure outlined above there incentive for 
dishonesty, the pupil’s record for himself and God and 
for one else see. The individual should taught that 
such program pleasing God, way accomplish God’s 
will more carefully, and offering that may make daily 
God. work such daily particular examen should 
explained pupils work supererogation for the 
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individual not do. should understand clearly 
that has obligation pursue it. Teachers should 
exceedingly careful not urge the scrupulous use such 
device without special direction. With the present tendency 
the school give increased attention the practical ap- 
plication virtue the daily life the pupil, the individual 
will prepared use more intelligently and with greater 
profit form for checking himself daily his growth 
virtue.” 


Music Teaching 


The April issue Progressive Education carries thought- 
ful discussion Music Teaching Schools Thomas Whit- 
ney Surette, lecturer the graduate school education 
Harvard University and the founder and director the Con- 
cord Summer School Music. The author refers the 
almost universal failure the technical system training 
with syllables (do, re, mi). Many the music textbooks, 
says, are spoiled the efforts the authors introduce 
their own compositions. 

The article makes plea for more singing the elementary 
grades, singing songs real merit, songs that will endure. 
“The inadequacy,” says, “of the current teaching largely 
due the neglect bring the would-be teacher into contact 
with good music and the insistence school and normal 
schools artificial drill sight reading.” 

bring home his point, Mr. Surette cites the examples 
methods and results France and Germany. says: 

“France completely the failure technical in- 
struction. Strict Solfege (exercises time and tune), be- 
gun very early and persisted for several years. Choral 
singing there the lowest ebb, and French musicians 
prominence have petitioned the government liberate the 
teaching permit more singing. 

“Germany supplies illustration the opposite policy. 
There, for many years, singing ear constituted the basis 
the teaching, notation being taken about the age 
10, when was easily mastered. And, Germany, there was 
and more choral singing than found anywhere else 
the continent.”
